SECTION  I 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  City  is  chiefly  a residential  and  administrative  centre  with  out- 
lying agricultural  parts.  It  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  Chichester  Rural 
District,  in  the  coastal  plain  of  West  Sussex,  between  the  South  Downs  and 
the  sea,  which  is  some  7 miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City. 


Industries  are  varied  in  nature  and  not  concentrated  in  any  one  sector, 
apart  from  the  Industrial  Estate  being  developed  by  the  Council  to  the  south 
of  the  Portsmouth-Brighton  railway  line.  There  are  no  large  industries 
which  might  have  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  City  inhabitants.

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  city  during  1966  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  was  57,  an  increase  of  3 compared  with  1965. 

The  death  rate  from  this  cause  per  1,000  population  was  2.8  (2.6  in 
1965)  which  compares  with  a rate  (provisional)  of  2, .249  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1966.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
No tifiable  Infectious  Diseases 


Routine  enquiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  are  made  iimried lately 
on  receipt  of  a notification  of  infectious  disease  and  advice  given  to 
parents  as  to  home  nursingj  exclusion  from  school,  etc.  Where  desired 
disinfection  is  carried  out,  either  terminally  or  on  removal  of  the  patient 
to  hospital. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Generally 
oral  vaccine  continued  to  be  xised. 


DIPHTHERIA 


No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  last 
notification  being  in  1954  (the  only  confirmed  case  in  the  past  19  years). 


IMMUNISATION 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  local  health  authority,  is 
responsible  for  immunisation  programmes,  and  with  new  procedures  and 
immunisation  techniques  (and  particularly  the  use  of  a computer  for  routine 
organisational  and  statistical  purposes),  every  encouragement  and  assistance 
is  given  to  parents  to  ensure  that  children  receive  combined  protection 
against  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases.  Triple  antigen  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  simplified  the 
immunisation  programme.  Details  of  the  numbers  of  children  under  16  immunised 
during  the  year  are  given  below.

As  on  previous  visits,  the  unit  was  stationed 
at  various  sites  in  Chichester,  to  enable  as  many  of  the  general  public 
(and  industrial  groups)  as  possible  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
for  a chest  X-ray  with  the  minimum  of  delay  and  inconvenience. 


Details  of  the  result  of  the  survey  are  set  out  below,  together  with 
similar  information  relating  to  the  weekly  half-hour  visits  throughout  the 
year,  which  are  primarily  intended  to  enable  patients  referred  by  their 
own  doctor  to  have  an  X-ray  as  quickly  as  possible.

During  the  year  it  was  happily  not  found  necessary  to  have  recourse 
to  the  compulsory  powers  for  removal  to  hospital,  etc.,  of  persons  found  to 
be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  With  the  close  and  ready  cc-operation  of 
the  geriatricians  and  almoners  at  hospitals,  together  with  the  health  and 
welfare  services  of  the  County  Council,  admissions  were  arranged  to  local 
hospitals  by  tactful  persuasion  in  those  difficult  cases  where  patients 
were  not  at  first  prepared  to  leave  their  homes.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  report  of  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  is 
supplied  by  Mr,  L.J,  Simpson,  Engineer  to  the  Portsmouth  Watef  Coinpany. 

Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City  ie  all  derived  from  the  chalk  of 
the  South  Downs  by  means  of  wells.,  boreholes  and  adits  at  Fishbourne, 
Funtington  and  Levant  Pumping  Stations.  The  supply  was  satisfactory,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

The  raw  waters  wfere  free  from  arty  tendency  towards  plumbo- solvent 
action.  They  underwent  corttinuous  purification  before  being  pumped  either 
directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the  storage  reservoir  at 
Levant . 

At  all  three  sources  treatmeht  consisted  of  the  application  of 
chlorine  in  minimum  quantities  except  at  Fishbourne  where  a higher  dose  of 
chloxine  was  applied  followed  by  de-chlorination  by  sulphur  dioxide  to  a 
normal  chlorine  residual. 

During  the  year  Fishbourne  Pumping  Station  was  converted  to  automatic 
control,  and  all  three  stations  supplying  the  City  are  now  under  automatic 
operation  with  supervisory  control. 

During  the  year  64  samples  collected  from  the  distribution  system 
within  the  City  were  examined,  together  with  174  samples  of  treated  water 
derived  from  the  same  source  but  tsdcen  outside  the  City.  Additionally,  62 
sampled  of  untreated  water  were  examined  in  the  Company's  laboratory. 

All  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  reported  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  water  supply  purposes. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  supply  varied  from  210  p.p.m, (Funtington 
source)  to  300  p.p.m.  (Fishbourne  source).  The  average  total  hardness  of 
the  City's  supply  being  250  p.p.m,  of  which  the  permanent  hardness  was 
between  20  and  50  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  there  were  104  connections  to  the  public  water 
supply  and  14  disconnections,  making  a net  increase  of  90, 
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(b)  Where  appropriate,  the  chemical  results  are  expressed  in  milligrararaes 
per  litre.  Hardness  is  shown  as  parts  per  million. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of 
main  drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water). 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into 
Chichester  Harbour,  are  situated  at  Appledram.  They  have  been  extensively 
enlarged  and  modernised  to  meet  the  demands  of  a developing  area  and 
further  improvements  are  now  in  hand.  During  the  year  progress  continued 
on  the  work  of  overhauling  and  repairing  the  City's  sewers. 

Cesspool  Drainage 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  City  are  on  main  drainage,  but  in  the 
unsewered  areas  there  are  approximately  180  properties  with  cesspool 
drainage.  During  the  year  511  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out  by 
the  Council,  4 free  emptyings  being  allowed  per  year  for  each  premises. 

Public  Cleansing 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly.  A weekly  domestic  collection  is  operated;  disposal  being  the 
Corporation's  controlled  tips  at  Westhampnett  Road,  where  a programme  of 
in-filling  of  disused  gravel  pits  is  under  way. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily,  the  manual  orderlies  being 
supplemented  by  a mechanical  sweeper. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES 

There  are  now  no  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City. 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY 

Increased  use  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  facilities  now  provided 
by  the  public  mortuary,  which  includes  refrigerated  storage.  An  arrangement 
is  in  operation  for  bodies  from  Chichester  Rural  District  to  be  admitted, 
mainly  where  post-mortem  examinations  are  subsequently  carried  out.  The 
following  table  summarises  and  analyses  the  admissions  during  the  year.

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 


A further  five  clearance  areas  were  declared  comprising  22  houses  and 
1 house  represented  as  individually  unfit.  The  tenants  of  9 unfit  houses 
were  rehoused.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  clearance  areas , 
comprising  44  houses,  all  (except  1 area  comprising  2 houses)  to  be  dealt 
with  as  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  awaiting  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

Many  of  these  houses  had  been  represented  as  unfit  during  1965  and  several' 
were  in  very  poor  condition  and  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  a matter  of 
extreme  urgency. 

Improvement  of  houses 

During  the  year  22  applications  (8  for  standard  and  14  for  discretionary 
grants)  were  approved.  Improvements  were  completed  at  29  houses,  of  these, 

7 were  for  standard  and  22  for  discretionary  grants.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960 
Food  and  Drugs  Ac t , 19 55 

As  a result  of  visits  of  inspection  it  was  necessary  to  serve  twenty- 
two  written  notices  drawing  attention  to  infringements  of  the  regulations. 
This  compares  with  forty-five  notices  served  in  1965,  and  reflects  the 
higher  standard  of  food  hygiene  found  on  inspections,. 


Twenty-seven  complaints  regarding  food  or  food  premises  were  received 
and  dealt  with.

Control  of  flying  insects 

The  electrified  insect  control  .unit  referred  to  above  is  a relatively 
new  development  and  is  proving  effective  when  placed  at  strategic  points  in 
food  premises.  It  consists  of  a black-light  lure,  an  electrified  grid  and  a 
collection  tray.  The  unit  is  normally  suspended  overhead.  Insects  are 
attracted  by  the  black  light,  fly  towards  it  and  die  immediately  on  contact 
with  the  grid  and  drop  into  the  collection  tray.  The  advantages  of  this  unit 
are  that  death  is  instantaneous  = no  insects  fly  away  to  expire  or  recover. 
The  unit  does  not  rely  on  the  release  of  chemicals  into  the  food  room. 

Control  is  continuous,  and  insects  cannot  build  an  immunity  to  an.  e )ectri c.il ' 
charge . 

Wherever  flies,  and  other  flying  insects  can  cause  contamination,  this 
newest  safeguard  will  be  welcome.

Licensing  The  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Amendment)  Regulations,  1965, 
prescribed  a new  special  designation  Ultra  Heat  Treated  (U.H.T,)  This  is  m.ilk 
raised  to  not  less  than  270  F for  not  less  than  one  second. 

Producers  of  Tuberculin-tested  milk  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  acting  through  the  local  Agriculture  Executive 
Committee  There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  City.  Output  of  milk  from 
the  dairy  is  approximately  - 10,000  gallons  daily o Skimmed  milk  is  also 
pasteurised  and  sold  for  the  manufacture  of  margarine. 

Dealers ' licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960, 
are  now  issued  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  (as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority), 
and  operate  for  a 5 year-period  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Only  a small  quantity  of  raw  milk,  i.e.  not  heat=treated , in  this  case 
farm-bottled  tuberculin-tested  milk,  is  sold  retail  in  the  City.  West  Sussex 
has,  since  1st  October,  1957,  been  a fully-attested  area  under  the  eradication 
plan,  designed  to  eliminate  tuberculosis  from  cattle  throughout  the  Country. 

Brucella  Abortus 

No  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  during  the  year.  All  locally  produced 
supplies  are  sent  for  pasteurisation. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  HYGIENE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  The  Slaughterhouss  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 
1958.  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958.

Slaughtering  continued  on  an  increased  scale  throughout  the  year. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  and  stamped  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  and,  as  far  as  possible,  ante-mortem  inspection  was  arranged, 
particularly  with  animals  sent  in  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Meat  inspection  charges  continued  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  per  bovine 
animal,  9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and  6d.  per  sheep  or  goat  for  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  Bank  Holidays,  whilst  the  charges  for  week-day  inspections  were  2s.  Od, , 6d. 
and  4d. , respectively. 

Payments  made  to  the  Council  for  the  year  amounted  to  £1,034.  13s.  3d. 

No  replacement  had  been  found,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  for  relief  week- 
end meat  inspection  duties.  Until  a replacement  is  found,  the  whole  of  week- 
end, bank  holidays,  and  evening  inspections  has  to  be  carried  out  by  the  two 
inspectors,  working  in  rotation.  This,  at  best,  means  alternate  weekend 
working  and  continuous  weekend  duty  in  cases  of  leave  and  sickness,  and  can 
only  be  regarded  as  a temporary  expedient.  This  unsatisfactory  arrangement  has 
now  been  in  operation  for  two  years. 

No  generalised  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found  during  the  year. 
Sixteen  localised  cases  were  detected  and  carcases  and  offals  refrigerated  and 
cleared  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  No  tenderising  injections  are 
given  to  animals  before  slaughter.  No  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  were  found. 

Salmonellae  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth  carried  out 
an  investigation  into  the  increased  incidence  of  salmonellae  infections  in  the 
area.  This  department  co-operated  in  the  work  carried  out  at  the  local  slaughter 
house.  Of  88  sewer  swabs  submitted  for  examination,  33  gave  positive  results. 

38  salmonellae  were  isolated,  18  being  salmonellae  typhi-murium,  and  the 
remainder  were  salmonellae  brandenburg  (1),  give  (3),  newport  (1),  muenchen  (1), 
meleagridis  (7),  saint-paul  (2),  Indiana  (2),  panama  (1),  Stanley  (1),  and 
derby  (1). 

Salmonellae  typhi-murium  types  15  and  29  were  implicated  in  two  food 
poisoning  outbreaks  in  neighbouring  districts.  Salmonellosis  of  a similar 
phage  type,  in  calves  at  farms  in  the  area  were  also  reported  by  the  Ministry's 
laboratory  at  Weybridge,  Animals  from  these  farms  were  excluded  from  the 
slaughterhouse  until  the  infection  was  cleared. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966,  operative 
from  1st  February,  1967,  prohibits  the  keeping  of  animals  in  lairages  for  a 
period  exceeding  72  hours  before  slaughter,  except  in  special  circumstances  on 
the  consent  of  an  authorised  officer.  This  is  intended  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
cross-infection  of  salmonellae  and  other  infections  in  animals  destined  for 
slaughter . 

The  same  regulations  also  prohibit  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  for  the 
purpose  of  wiping  down  any  carcase  or  offal 

Provided  that  until  1st  November,  1968,  the  regulation  shall  not  apply 
to  any  wiping  cloth  which  - 

(a)  is  freshly  sterilised  by  boiling  before  use,  and 

(b)  is  used  once  only  upon  a single  carcase  and  its 

associated  offal  before  resterilisation. 

This  legislation,  long  overdue,  will  also  reduce  the  risk  of  cross- 
infection in  the  slaughterhouse.  The  wiping  cloth  must  be  replaced  by  water 
sprays  to  cleanse  the  carcases. 
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Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966 

Control  of  hours  of  Slaughter 

The  following  recommended  days  and  hours  of  slaughter  were  agreed 
after  consultation  with  the  owners  of  the  local  slaughterhouse: 

Throughout  the  year 

Monday  to  Thursday  7 a.m,  to  5.30  p.m. 

Friday  and  Saturday  5 a.m.  to  2.30  p.m. 

Between  1st  April  and  31st  Octob^r-r 

Sunday  5 a.m.  to  2 p.m. 

(With  an  additional  Sunday  in  December  if  required  to  cover 
Christmas  trade). 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  September,  1966,  and 
have  been  substantially  adhered  to. 

When  the  proposed  new  slaughterhouse  is  built  with  satisfactory 
refrigeration  facilities,  it  is  envisaged  that  weekend  slaughtering  will 
cease . 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

During  1966,  10  licences  (expiring  on  30th  September,  1967)  were 
granted  to  slaughtermen. 

Unsound  meat 


Meat  and  offals  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  together  with  by-products 
are  disposed  of  as  follows 

(a)  Glands  (thyroids),  unsold  lungs,  vels  (calf  stomachs),  condemned 
livers,  pigs  maws  (stomachs),  unsold  spleens,  are  collected  for 
pharmaceutical  products  and  dog  foods. 

(b)  Bones,  livers  unsuitable  for  mink  breeders,  intestines,  stomachs, 
feet,  unsold  heads,  fat,  horns  and  condemned  meat  are  sent  for 
processing  into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers. 

(c)  Mink  farms  collect  livers  and  tripes  for  feeding  purposes. 

(d)  Cattle  stomachs  are  used  for  manufacture  of  edible  tripe. 

(e)  Sheep  skins,  cattle  hides  and  calf  skins  go  to  leather  processors.

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SECTION  VII 


ENVIROMENTAL  HEALTH 


Noise  Abatement 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received,  throughout  the  year,  from  residents 
adjacent  to  the  Engineering  Factory  m.entioned  in  my  last  report.  The  main 
cause  of  complaint  was  the  excessive  noise  created  by  the  operation  of  a 
honing  machine.  Our  noise  consultant,  Dr.  Derwent  M.A,  Mercer,  M.A.,  Ph.Do, 
A.M.I.E.E.,  and  the  firm's  consultant  met  in  an  effort  to  agree  upon  the 
works  necessary  to  reduce  the  noise  created,  by  the  factory  generally,  to  an 
acceptable  level. 

The  honing  machine  m.otor  operating  at  1440  r.p.m.  was  replaced  by  one 
working  at  975  r .p.m.  , a loading  bay  door  was  bricked  up  , and  windows  and  roof 
ventilators  sealed  These  measures  were  only  partially  successful  and 
complaints  continued.  The  direct  treatment  of  the  offending  machine  and  the 
insulation  of  the  roof  were  also  discussed.  The  firm  could  not  agree  to  the 
former,  and  the  latter,  although  promised,  was  never  carried  out. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  obvious  that  only  marginal  improvement 
had  been  achieved  and  difficulty  was  being  experienced  in  collecting  evidence 
to  substantiate  further  proceedings.  The  noise  was  still  considered  to  be  a 
nuisance  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  appendix  XV  of  the  Wilson  Committee 
Report . 

Plans 

Plans  for  new  buildings  or  improvements  and  alterations  to  exisitng  ones 
are  referred  to  this  department  by  the  City  Surveyor  where  they  relate  to  food 
premises,  factories  or  offices  and  shops.  Inspections  and  recommendations  are 
then  m.ade  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  alterations  are  incorporated  in  the 
plans  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  The 
Factories  Act,  1961,  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Prem.ises  Act,  1963, 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Seven  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  arising  from  the  burning  of 
oil-filters  at  two  garages;  cardboard  and  paper  at  the  rear  of  a shop  in  the 
centre  of  the  City,  and  at  a factory.  Alternative  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  disposal  of  this  refuse  by  collection  in  paper  sacks  and  by  the  use  of  a 
baler  for  the  cardboard  and  paper.  No  further  nuisance  from  these  sources 
was  reported. 

Section  3 of  the  Act  requires  that  new  furnaces  shall  be  so  far  as 
practicable  smokeless  and  that  proposals  to  install  such  furnaces  shall  be 
given  to  the  local  authority.  Three  notifications  were  received  of  instal- 
lations and  approval  given  for  static  oil  heaters  in  factories  to  operate 
continuously  without  emitting  smoke  when  burning  fuel  of  the  type  for  which 
the  furnaces  were  designed. 

Section  16  refers  to  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  and  states  that 
smoke  other  than  - 

(a)  smoke  emitted  from  a chimney  of  a private  dwelling;  or 

(b)  dark  smoke  emitted  from  a chimney  of  a building  or  furnace  or 

industrial  plant 

shall,  if  it  is  a nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood,  be  deemed 
for  the  purposes  of  part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  be  a 
statutory  nuisance. 

Garden  bonfires  may  fall  into  this  category  and  advice  was  given  on 
complaint  of  nuisances  from  smoke  and  sm^uts  from,  this  source.  It  was  not 
found  necessary  to  serve  notices  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

No  smoke  control  areas  exist  in  the  City  at  the  present  time. 

Camping  sites  and  moveable  dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  in  the  City,  One  showman's  site  is  in  use, 
mainly  in  the  winter  months. 
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Offensive  Trades 


No  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year  from  offensive  trades. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Inspections  are  carried  out  periodically,  and  when  inspections  are 
made  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  premises  Act,  1963, 
and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  guidance  is  given  to 
shopkeepers  and  queries  answered  on  problems  arising  on  the  administration 
of  this  Act. 

Pigeons 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  measures  were  again  put  in  hand  to  reduce 
the  number  of  pigeons  in  the  City,  Eighty  seven  were  accounted  for  with 
consequent  reduction  in  nuisance  and  damage  to  buildings.
